the purpose of increasing interprovincial 
trade, but to inaugurate and perpetuate 
such a satisfactory system of connection 
with the Atlantic seaboard as shall perman- 
ently secure to Canada the great carrying 
trade of the far West. Theso immense 
grain,growing States, with their population 
of 18,000,000 of enterprising, perseryering 
people, certainly require a more perfect 
thoroughfare to the ocean than either Can- 

ada or the United States at present pro- 

vides. Of nearly 200,000,000 bushels of 
wheat and 600,000,000 bushels of corn an- 
nually raised in the North-Western States, 

not more than onorfifth finds its way into 
the market, To that vast. country the St. 

Lawerenco seoms to be the natural outlet, 

from Lake Superior to the sea, and the 
Canadians will make a decided effort to tarn 
their geographical advantages to account, 
and, by offering greater facilities, secure 
constant control of tho trade of the most 
prolifle and progressive section of this eon- 

tinent. A new impotus will be given to 

their effects in this direction by the fact 

that the new Canadian territory, watered 

by the Red, Assiniboine,and Saskatchowan 

Rivers, will im course of time require rapid 
and cheap means of transportation for its 
agricultural wealth, so as to enable it to 
compete with the already great and rapidly 
growing States upon its border.”

THE SHARPNESS OF A WOMAN'S TONGUE. 


At the annual general meeting of the con- 
tributers to the Royal Infirmatory at Edin- 
burg, held on Monday, the Lord Proyostin 
the chair, the question of the medical edu- 
cation of women come uuder discussion,and 
Miss Jex-Blake asked permission to “ say 
afew words.”

I was re- 
ceived (with very few exceptions) with the 
utmost personal courtesy, though, of course, 
sometimes with disagreement from my own 
views. But there were exceptions, T call- 
ed on Professor Laycock, I left the house 
in perfect agreement with him on one point, 
and only one—that no woman who respect- 
ed horself had better enter his clas room. 
(Laughter and ‘‘ order.”’) 

Professor Christison—On the part ot my 
colleague, I appeal to you, my lord, against 
any such insinuations against Professor 
Laycock. “Chair.” “Order,” and up- 
roar.) I ask the opinion of the Lord Pro- 
vost on this point. 

The Lord Provost—Well I think Miss 
Jox-Blake has not made any strong insinp- 
ations.

(To, the Editor of the Daily Ontario.) 


Sin,—I read with a great deal of surprise 
the account in Friday's paper of tho arrest 
under a warrant, by a posse of police, of 
the Publishers of the Ox sanio, and I read 
with much greater surprivo,in Saturday's In- 
telligenoer, tho letter of the Police Magis- 
trate. I venture to say that such a produo- 
tion was never before published .in a: civil- 
ized community, by any man in reference 
to a matter which had been before him in 
his judicial capacity, and how Mr. Diamond 
could have so far forgot himself can be only 
a matter of conjecture. He had a perfect 
right to go into print to explain his voting 
at the School Election, if he thought fit to 
do so, and to defend the issuing of the war- 
rant, if he thought the doing so would not 
justify itself ; but he had no right to pub- 
lish the stricturos.which he has done upon 
a matter which he had just had before him 
as a Magistrate, and which is now 
pending trial.{ No man knows the 
impropriety of such conduct better than 
Mr. Diamond ; he knows that every man 
in theJprofession,andJevery man in the com- 
munity who understands such things must 
look upon his course in publishing this 
letter with the gravest dissapproval. 

Imagine a man sitting as a Judgo to-day 
upon a matter of this kind between two of 
his fellow citizens, and to-morrow publish- 
ing a bitter, caustic letter against one side ; 
comparing men quite as law-abiding and 
quite as respectable as himself to “the 
thievesof London and the gaming of Paris !’ 

But coming to the merits of Mr. Dia- 
mond’s defence, he says, ‘‘ They complain 
that a warrant was issued ; it was done be- 
cause it was prayed for,and I did not think 
Thad a right to refuse.” Toshew whether 
Mr. Diamond had a right to refuse a war- 
rant in such a case I will quote the Statute 
itsays : 

“Tn all cases where a charge or complaint 
‘fis made before any one or more of Her 
**Majesty’s Justices of the Peace, that any 
‘“person has committed, any treason or fel- 
‘ony, or any indictable misdemeanor or 
‘* offence, within the limits of the jurisdic- 
‘*tion of such Justice, then and in every 
“such case, if the person so charged or 
‘complained against is not in custody such 
“Justice may issue his warrant to appre- 
“hend such person and to cause him to be 
“brought before such Justice, &c.” 


“Tn all cases the Justice to whom the 
‘charge or complaint is preferred, instead 
‘of issuing in the first instance his War- 
“‘rant to apprehend the person so charged: 
‘for complained against, may, if he think 
** fit, issue his Summens, directed to such 
“Herson, requiring him to appear before 
‘the said Justice at the time and place to 
“be therein mentioned, &ec., &c. ; and if 
‘*after being served with such summons, 
“*he fails to appear at such time and place, 
‘tin obedience to such summons, the Jus- 
‘tice may issue his warrant, &c.” 

And in the face of that law, with which Mr. 
Diamond musi be as familiar as with his 
alphabet, I ask any man of common sense, 
whether a Magistrate would not have a right 
to refuse a warrant in the first instance, for 
the apprehension of two men like Mr. Car- 
man and Mr, Yeomans, upon a charge such 
as the one before him, 

Ifear many will be too uncharitable to 
believe that Mr, Diamond is so dull, as not 
to know this himself, but he says he did, 
and I accept his word in preference to his 
intelligence. As he thought he had no 
right to issue a summons it was a grave, an 
incomprehensible error of judgment; if it 
had been otherwise, it would haye been a 
grave, an indefensible abuse of justice.

Suppose Mr. Thomas, in his moods, had 
demanded that the publishers be hand- 
ffed, manacled and taken to the Court 
‘on the tale of a cart, because Mr. Dia- 
" mond has power under a warrant to re- 
Sort to these means, would his request 
have been granted? And if not, why 
not? The publishers were taken to the 
Police Court accompanied by an officer — 
not from their own choice—but..because 
their own pledge und the pledge of honor 
of their Attorney, that they would go 
immediately there, was met by the 
volunteered statement of the ofiicer that | 
he was instructed lo go with them there. 
_ To the indictment the publishers pleaded 


guilty of publication, but denied the 


_ libellous character of the article, holding | 
that the language did not exceed privi- 
leged criticism. The Magistrate, as he | 
had the right to do, held that the words 
charged were libellous, and bound the 
publishers over to appear at the Assizes, 
Here, then, was a square issue. Plead- 
ing not guilty, the publishers were not 
guilty, until so proved in a Court of Jus- 
tice, and the well-defineed laws of the 
landseal the case, even from the criticisms 
of the press, until trial. 
Imagine tlie surprise and indignation 
in the face of these facts, to find over 
his own signature in the Intelligencer 
the following evening, u letter from Mr. 
Diamond, charging the publishers with 
being libellers and defamers, and com-

Having noticed a letter of Chief of Police 
in yesterday's Intelligencer, wherein he 
states in effect, that he was directed to execute 
the warrant against you in a delicate man- 
ner, I think it my duty tosay, having been 
professionally called upon, I was present 
in your office shortly after your arrest, and 
naturally required time to look into the 
matter. For this reason I asked the Chief 
to allow you to remain, giving my word, 
you would be before the magistrate with 
bail indue time. The Chief refused, say- 
ing, he was directed to execute the warrant 
at once. I then remarked there could be 
no danger (knowing the respectability of 
the parties sufficient guarantee against be- 
trayal,) and there was no necessity of your 
being seen on the streets under arrest ; and, 
you would either go before or behind the 
Chief and staif in such a manner as to avoid 
suspicion ; and, that you would both be in 
Court as soon as himself, This the Chief de- | 
clined, saying I must obey instructions. | 
Finding no other alternative, you decided | 
to ride in a cutter then at the door and the | 
Chief with you. For this reason it seemed 
to me the custody was as close as possible 
outside the lock-up, and with as ‘keen an

I see, that driven from the refuge that he 
didn’t think le had q right to issue a sum: 
mons when a warrant was prayed for by they 
law, as quoted by your correspondent Fair 
Play, he has chimed his base, and now 
says he issued thé warrant because it is his | 
custom to do so upon charges 80 grave as 
libel. He may adopt this excuse if he likes; 
if he does the other is afalse one. Well, 
let us see how this excuse fits the law, I 
don’t pretend to know much about these 
matters myself, but if your correspondent 
quoted the law correctly, a magistrate has 
the right to issue his summons even when 
a charge is made before him that a person 
has committed treason or any felony known 
to the law, no matter how outrageous. or 
infamous. Ifa plain man maybe allowed 
to express an opinion upon a law point, it 
means that where thero is no danger that 
the parties will try to escape, and the ends 
of justice be thus defeated, that the magis- 
trate is not to submit the accused, who is 
in the eye of the law innocent, to any un- 
necessary indignity. He is to use his office 
for the purpose of bringing the acoused be- 
fore.a higher court. and for nothing more. 
Now will Mr. Diamond pretend to say that 
he feared the publishers of the Onraxto 
would run away and abandon their business 
if a summons had been served upon them ? 
If he did not believe this, then he wished 
to oppress them when he issued his war- 
rant.

had consed to exist, and, consequently 
had no goody destroyed, and as the | 
single partner, who now owned the whole 
was a new firm which had effected in- 
surauce, the insurance company declined | 
to pay, and were snstained by the Court, 
In like manner, if a person who has insur- 
ed his stock takes a partner, and the new 
firm become owners uf the stock, it will 
not be covered by the insurance. In both 
of those cases the change of firm should be 
notified to the insurance company, and en- 
dorsed on the policy, which indorsation 
would transfer the insurance from the old 
to the new firm. 

Tnlike manner, if goods are removed 
from a building in which they are insured 
to an adjoining building, they will not be 
covered without a special indorsation ; and 
any goods rot belonging to the person 
insured are not covered by the ordinnry | 
words ‘* goods, wares and merchandise,” 
though the party insured may have 
them in his store. Therefore it is necessary, | 
in order to coyer such goods, to insert the 
words ‘his own property, or, by him held 
in trust or on consignment.” All these 
forms are readily complied with by insur- 
ance companies before a fire takes place ; 
but after that it is entirely in their own 
option to allow for errors and omissions or 
not.

We have known such a case as the follow- 
ing: A merchant in Montreal was partner 
in a firm in Toronto, to which he consigned 
a portion of the consignments which he re- 
ceived from Britain, and to which he also 
consigned goods that he bought on his own 
account in Montreal, The policy upon the 
goods in Toronto only specified the firm 
there as being insured, without saying any- 
thing about goods on consignment,and that 
firm had no goods of its own at all, the 
whole being consigned to it by one of its 
partners. A fire took place, and the insur- 
ance company might probably have success- 
fully resisted any payment whatever, had 
it seen fit do do so,—-Montreal Witness.

Mitxixe witn Dry Hanps.—A corres- 
pondent in one of our exchanges makes the 
following remarks, which aro quite in ac- 
cordance with suggestions given by us in an 
article entitled ‘Spring Work in the Dairy : 
“7 believe that much of the milk gets taint- 
ed with noxious or bad odors before it 
reaches the pail. Some persons, and hired 
help especially, have a habit of wetting 
their fingers with the milk once ina while, 
and wetting the cow’s tents, as they say, to 
make them milk easier. Now, this wetting 
process causes much foul stuff to drop from 
their hands, or the teats, into the pail 
while mi’king. This is all wrong—cows 
can be milked as easily with dry hands as 
wet ones. Ihave been in the habit of 
milking cows ; and although I have met with 
some hard milkers, that require their teats 
to be softened in order to draw the milk, I 
have generally found it both easier and 
pleasanter te milk with dry hands. If the 
teats are dirty, the under should be wash- 
ed with tepid water, and allowed to dry be- 
fore milking ; and if the tests are very hard 
and tough to draw, the cow had better be 
turned into beef, or kept to raise calves 
from.—Ex.

Hudson Bay Territory, and all their vari- 
ous field of labor; also the amounts 
collected and expended, showing a 
largo and handsome balance on hand of 
some $2,549. Itmay bo well to state 
hore, that the amount collected in Belle- 
ville and vicinity amounted to $842.15. 
Ho then returned thanks to the ladies who 
had assumed the important and—so we 
should judge—unpleasant duty of collect- 
ors, and reappointed them with a few 
alight changes. 

The officiont Choir then gave a selection 
from their beautiful pices, which was dono 
in excellent style. 

Rey. Mr. Browning being introduced, 
came forward and gaye some very interest- 
ing facts in relation toMissionary life, Be- 
ing an old Missionray, itis naturally sup- 
posed that he could interest an audience 
more than those who had never imperilled 
their lives in entering this great field. 
The place at which he has been stationed 
is on the shores of the great Vacific—Sim- 
shiam City. Having to brief it, we will 
merely say that he related soma very good 
anecdotes in connection with his adventures 
as a missionary ; he also showed the tender- 
heartednvss of the Indians whon used in a 
proper manner, and said with all the deeds 
and crimes the Indians and heathen were 
capable off, he had never seen, in all his 
experience, so much depravity among them 
as we see every day in our own land, 

The Choir then yave another selection 
and Rev. Mr. Stephenson was presented 
to the audience, He could compare Mis- 
sionaries to no other class, but inferred that 
they were only to be classed among the 
grand meteors and satillites of Heaven. 
He also said that the prosperity, good-feel- 
ing and present state of the two most cul- 
tivated nations on the earth—America and 
England were owing to the Bible, And what 
nation, we ask,does not owe their prosperity 
to that Book of all Books ? 

Rey, Mr. Punshon was next introduced, 
The Rey. Gentleman made along and clot 
quent speech, in which the various sub- 
jects relativé to the Society were treated in 
a masterly style. During the address he 
solicited the prayers and sympathies of the 
congregation for Mr, McDougall, of Sas- 
katchewan, who had lately lost two bloom- 
ing daughters and an Indian maiden whom 
he had adopted, by the ravages of the 
small-pox. 

After Rev. Mr. Punshon had resumed 
his seat, a collection in aid of tho funds of 
the society was taken up, anda noticeable 
feature was his: as soonas the collection 
was announced, many hundreds arose and 
left the church, which was rather distaste- 
ful and out of place ; and we would advise 
them to retain their seats, hereafter—even 
if they do not wish to assist the society, 
they should show it a proper respect. 
After the pronouncing of the benediction, 
by Rey. Mr. Smith, the meeting dispersed.

Visit to the Deaf und Dumb Insti- 
tute. 


Rey. W. Morley Punshon M. A., of To- 
ronto, Rey. Wm. Stephenson of Ottawa,ac- 
companied by the Hon. Billa Flint and Ia- 
dy, and Miss Bilbrough of Marchmont, vis- 
ited the Institution for the Deaf and Dumb 
to-day. They were received by the Princi- 
pal, and conducted through the different 
departments, andan opportunity was giy- 
en them of witnessing the method of in- 
struction. They first visited the class-room 
of Professors McGann and Coleman, and 
seomed much interested in the recitations of 
tho pupils. While in the lecture room,Prof, 
S. T. Greene B, A., wrote the following 
address : 


To the Reys. Mossrs, Punshon and Steph- 
neon, Hon, Billa Flint and lady, and 
Miss Bilbrough : 

It affords me great pleasure to see you 
here, and Lhope you are enjoying your 
visit to this Institute. The attempt to ed- 
ucate the Deaf and Dumb, is comparatively 
a recentonterprise. Looking back but ao 
century, we find the first minds in Law, 
Literature, and Theology, united for the 
most part in considering the deaf mute as 
utterly incapable of raceiving any educa- 
tion whatever, ‘To vorify this assertion, 
Aristotle, before the refined Athenians, de- 
nied to the Deaf and Dumb the possession 
of intellect, and we can hardly avoid tho 
decision that the mistake of so influential a 
character Was a prime cause of the long and 
cruel proscription afterwards endured by 
deaf mutes. But the world at last learns, 
as John Locke aptly expressed it,that *‘God 
did not make man and leave it to Aristotle 
to make him rational,” and that inthe rise 
and progress of deaf mute instruction, th 
fullést success has been achicved, 


Mx. Punsuon replied as follows _

teach others who are afflicted in like man-

St Valentine wag-@ bishop, and suffered 
martyrdom in the‘reign of the Emperor 
Claudius UL, beihg beheaded at Rome. Ho 
Was 50 eminently distinguished for his love 
and charity that the custom of choosing 
valentines; for spocial loving friends to this 
day, took its riso from this origin. 

In Poor Robin's Almanac, 1676 the draw- 
ing of valentines is thus alluded to :

The last session of the first Ontario 
Parliament closed yesterday, and the day 
was fruitful of onergetic action. Tho 
Government pushed through their vari 
ous measures with vigor, and did not 
spare the opposition. The result was a 
number of divisions quite unusual in one 
sitting. The School Bill came up early, 
and before it was finnlly passed tho op 
position divided the House no less than 
four times. Bat the treasury Bonches 
were well’ sustained, and we are bound to 


fied, for there can be no doubt that of all 
the measures of the Session the School 
Bill was regarded with most favor by 
those most deeply interested in its pro 
visions. Tt is quite true that difference 
of opinion existed on some features of the 
Bill, as for instance that embodied in the 
diyision that looked for the striking out 
of the superannuation of teachers’ fund, 
and also that in regard to the Board of 
Examiners ; but that the dissentients are 
ina minority there can be no question, 
The next division occurred on the 
Registration Act, Mr. Bloke sceking to 
introduce a clause providing that no new 
Registry offices be establishod without a 
desire being expressed therefor by the 
locality in which it was to be established. 
This motion was voted down by the nar- 
row majority of two votes, the House di-

Game Act. 


According to the new amendments to the 
Ontario Game Act, the legal seasons for 
hunting and killing the various kinds of 
game are as follows : 

Deer, Moose, elk and cariboo, between 
the lst of September and the 19th day of 
December. 

Black duck, grey mallard, teal and wood | 
duck between the 1hth day of September 
and the 15th day of April in the following 
year ; all other kinds of wild ducks, swans 
and wild geese between the 16th day of 
August and the Ist day of May in the fol- 
lowing year. 

Woodcock and snipe between the 15th of 
July, and the 1st day of March in the fol- 
lowing year. 

Beaver, mink, sable, otter and fisher, be- 
tween the Ist day of November and the Ist 
day of March in the following year; and 
muskrat between the Ist day ot February | 
and the Ist day of March in the same year. 
_ The killing of quail is absolutely prohib- 
ited for three year, 

The same Act also prevents the putting 
out of poisons of any kind and the destruc- 
tion of wild animals by means of poisons. 

The penalty for putting out poisons or 
killing wild animals by such means is twenty 
dollars, and the same penalty can be impos- | 
ed for cach kind of any game specified in 
the Act killed during the close season. The 
whole penalty in every case to be paid to 
the informant. 

It is to behoped that all persons through- 
out the country interested in the protection 
of game and legitimate sport, will endeavor 
to aid in carrying out the provisions of the 
Game Act, otherwise the action of the 
Legislature will be of littlo avail.

How the London Times was Sent 
to Paris. | 


The long columns of announce ments in | 


the London Times, intended for friends in | 
Paris, have for some time been a frequent | 
subject of remark, and people have won- | 


dered what chance there was of their ever 


meant. The means adopted for this pur- 
pose are explained in the Times of Jan. 30: 
Those pagos of the paper which contain- 
ed communications to” relatives in Paris 
were photographed with great care by the 
London Stereoscopic and Photographic 
Company on pieces of thin and almost | 
transparent paper, about an inch and a-half 
in length by an inch in width. On these 
impressions there could be seen by the nak- 
ed eye only two legible words, The Times, 
and six narrow brown bands representing 
the six columns of printed matter forming 


cope, however, the brown spaces become 
legible, and every liue of the newspaper 
was found to have been distinctly copied, 
and with the greatest clearness. The pho- 
tographs were sent to Bordeaux for trans 
mission thence by carrier pigeon to Paris. 
When received there they were magnified, 
by the aid of a magic lantern, toa large 
size and thrown upon the screen, A staff of 
clerks immediately transcribed the messages 
and sent them off to the places indicated by 
the advertisers.

of Dublin, as that of 1 man who closes an 
unprofitable busines, pay every debt in full, 
though it takes his homestead to do it, 
differs from going on in known bankruptcy 
until liabilities become enormeus, and as- 
sets only a little better than nothing. 

As to the character of the deposits made 
with the Canadian Government, the follow- 
ing, clipped from the Montreal Witness 
seems quite conclusive ; 

“Dear Str,—I observe a statement copied 
in your Friday’s issue to the effect that, had 
the Home Insurance Company's deposits been 
made at Ottawa ‘for the benelit of the policy 
holders generally,’ instead of for ‘Canadian 
policy-holders,’ the deposit would haye been 
quite valueless, 

“The author of that statement should have 
read the Act before spreading so incorrect an 
impression regarding the security of the de- 
Pots Tho following is found in the first 


| half of Sec, 16 :— 


‘In case of tho insolvency of any company, 
the stock ropresenting the deposit of such com- 
pany shall be applied * pro rata’ towards the 
‘payment of all claims’ duly authenticated 
against any company, upon, or in respect of, 
‘policies issued in ( anada ;’ and any such 
company shall bo deemed insolvent upon 
failure to pay any undisputed claim arising, or 
loss insured against, in Canada, for the space 
of 30 days after being due, or if disputed, after 
final judgment and tender of a legal valid dis- 
charge, and after notice tothe Finance Minis- 
ter,’ 

** You will observe no <listinction made here 
—and Sections, 7,17 and19 are to the same 
general effect—between the deposits. Nor is 
there any clause providing for the exemption 
of any company from the appropriation of the 
last dollar of its Canadian deposit to settle 
Canadian losses. No portion of any deposit 
can be withdrawn without the authorization 
of ‘the Governorin Council on the report of 
the (Dominion) Treasury Board,’ and this au- 
thorization could only be given to the company 
‘upon being satisfied that it has no liabilities 
upon policies issued in Canada,’

He should 
also greet every visitor with pleasure, and 
be sure that no one disturbs the teachers 
underany circumstances; to warn the 
teachers fiye minutes before the time is up ; 
to be sure that he is thoroughly prepared 
on the lesson ; to have the very essence of 
the lesson boiled down, as it were; to see 
to the proper distribution of the library 
bvoks ; to appropriately close the school ; 
to visit absent and sick scholars and teach- 
ers ; and to preside over all meetings, for it 
is his duty to lead, and he should always 
be in adyance of his school.

Alice Cary’s Funeral. 


(From the New York Tribune.) 


Tho funeral of Miss Alice Cary took 
place at the Clurch of the Strangers, on 
Mercer street, at 1 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon, and, despite the snow storm, which 
must have prevented many frém coming, 
was tended by a very large number of the 
friends and admirers of the deceased poet. 
The service opened with an organ volun- 
tary from the ‘*Messiah,” followed by the 
anthem, ‘Vital Spark of Heavenly Flame.’ 
Dr. Deems, the pastor of the church, read 
a selection from the 15th chapter of St. 
Paul's Epistle to the Corinthians, and then 
said ; 

I have not thought of a single word to 
say to you to-day and I do not know that it 
is necessary to say one word more than is set 
down in tbe church service. Most of us 
knew and loved Alice Cary, and to those 
who did not know hor my words would fail 
in describing the sweetness and gentleness 
of hor disposition and temper. 1t seems, 
indeed, that, instead of standing hero, I, 
too, should be sitting there among the 
mournors. The speaker then described 
the patience with which she had borne her 
last sickness, and told how ho hud been by 
her side when the pain was so,intenso that. 
the prints of her finger nails would bo left 
in the palm of his hand as he was holding 
hers. But she never mado a complaint. 
She was a parishoner, said he, who came 
very close tomy heart in her suffering 
and sorrow. I saw how good and true sho 
was, and the interest sho hadin all the 
work I had in hand ; and I feel as if an as- 
sistant had died out of my family, The 
people of my congrogation who did not 
know her, ought to be glad that I did. 
| How many traits of tenderness have come 
before you hore, how many observations 
| have I been able to make to you, because I 
had been with her, To-day I can only 
make my lament over her as you do, in 
the simplicity of affection. Men loved Al- 
ico Cary, and women loved her, When a
